Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument is not persuasive. Applicant argues 
with respect to claim 1 that licensable group does not constitute content that holds license information containing a unique use condition. 

In response, Examiner respectfully disagrees and submits that the claimed limitation recites "...source capable of providing a partial content 
that holds license information containing a unique use condition. It is Examiner's position that any computer is capable of providing a partial 
content that holds license information containing a unique use condition and more especially Alkove because each separate group 
constituting the same file are licensed separately and therefore meets the claimed limitation. Applicant is further reminded that Alkoves 
license contains the license terms for respective groups of the data stream in a dataf file 1 14 

Applicant further argues that Alkove does not disclose generating single license information by collecting the assigned respective license 
information. 

In response, Examiner disagrees and submits that Alkove does generate single license information by collecting the assigned respective 
license information because Alkove's license 1 1 8 allows the end user to access one or more of the corresponding data streams separately 
licensed and encapsulated into a single data file 1 14. Accordingly Alknove does disclose the claimed limitation 

For these reasons claims 1-35 are not patentable over Alkove and the rejection and the proposed amendment cannot be entered for 
purposes of appeal
